The approbation with which these Prayers have 
been received has induced me to revise them with 
care ; in consequence, some slight alterations, chiefly 
in arrangement, have been ma<le. I have now also 
completed my original d^igiif by -adding a Fourth 
Sunday's Prayers to the Three, c&itained in the 
former Edition, and by subjoining Services for the 
Administration of Baptism and of the Lord's Supper, 
for the Celebration of Marriage, and for the Burial 
of the Dead. 

In composing these additions I have availed 
myself, to some extent, of materials found in other 
works, ancient and modem. But several of these 
Prayers have been so long in hands, and have been 
so much corrected and altered, and so often re- 
written, that it is not now easy for me to separate 
those portions which are derived or copied from the 
rest. Nor is it of much consequence. The sub- 
stance of all prayers must, in the nature of things, 
be the same. Probably, however, the work would 
have been better if I had copied and appropriated 
more.

PREFACE TO SECOND EDITION, 

In this Edition of the Extracts from the Psalter, 
those passages have been left out which are em- 
bodied in the Four Sundays' Prayers; and thus 
room has been made for a number of other composi- 
tions which are found scattered over various books 
of the Old and New Testament. These compositions, 
though not included in the Psalter, should be reck- 
oned Psalms as much as any that are comprised in 
that collection ; being not only poetical in spirit and 
devotional in sentiment, but metrical, and even in 
many cases lyrical in form. These Psalms, no less 
than those extracted from the Psalter, will be found 
admirably adapted for Christian worship, whether 
in public or in private. 

On the whole, I have spared no pains to render 
this work as perfect as I could, according to my 
idea. 

May God command His blessing ; and may He 
bestow upon all His servants the Spirit of grace and 
supplication ; without which the most perfect prayers 
are but empty formalities, dead words, unacceptable 
to God, unprofitable to ourselves.

The following Prayers are a selection from a 
much greater number which the Author has com- 
posed at different times for his own use in public 
worship ; and they are published in the belief that 
they will be acceptable to the members of his own 
congregation — and in the hope that they may prove 
useful to others, such as emigrants, colonists, and 
the like, who, being far removed from a church, 
may yet desire to celebrate Divine worship on the 
Lord's Day, with their neighbours and the members 
of their own families* 

This kind of composition, though it may appear 
at first sight extremely easy, will be found, by any 
one who comprehends the qualities which should 
distinguish it, to be very difficult. Accordingly, it 
is remarkable that few eminently successful ex- 
amples of it have appeared in modern times — fewer 
probably than in any other department of religious 
literature. 

The author of the following Prayers has done his 
best endeavour that they should not be declamatory,

oratorical, or fine — familiar, tedious, or particular — 
didactic or sermonizing; and he has lahoured to 
make them, as far as he could, simple, dignified, 
and devotional; suggesting as much as possihle, 
without running into detail. He has also studied 
that they should assert, or rather imply, Christian 
doctrines in a catholic spirit, avoiding all sectarian 
vehemence, and controversial exaggeration. It has 
also appeared to him becoming that the prayers of the 
Church should express Christian doctrines, especially 
those doctrines which are termed mysteries^ as much 
as possible in the language of Scripture : and that 
they should perpetually suggest the connexion of 
the duties and graces of the Christian character, 
with the great gospel verities ; aiming at the pro- 
duction neither of a dead morality on one hand, nor 
of an equally dead and far more useless orthodoxy 
on the other ; but seeking to combine Christian life 
with Christian motive and feeling— /aiVA working 
hy love. 

Whether, or in what degree, those faults may 
have been avoided, or these virtues attained, in the 
following compositions, the author can only say that 
he has bestowed considerable labour in endeavour- 
ing to gain a just conception of what is demanded, 
and also to realize his conception. For these ends, 
he has taken some pains to make himself acquaint- 
ed with the Liturgical Literature of the ancient 
Churches, both Latin and Greek, especially with 
the oriental Greek Liturgies, collected in the great 
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PREFACE TO FIRST EDITION, 

work of Renaudot (2 vols. 4to, Paris, 1847), as 
well as with the more important of the Presby- 
terian Liturgies, all of which were derived from that 
of Geneva. 

These studies have convinced him that while 
those venerable documents may suggest useful hints, 
and may help to guard us against some errors, our 
wisdom now consists not in seeking to revive, or 
even closely to copy any of them, either those which 
are more ancient, or those which originated at a 
comparatively late period ; it being evident that 
both have faults, though of different and even 
opposite kinds, which would render them unsuitable 
and unacceptable to us ; but in taking our devoti(mal 
compositions more directly from the Scriptures them- 
selves — especially the book of Psalms, which should 
be regarded as the standard liturgy and grand ma- 
gazine of devotion for the Church of God, in all ages 
and countries. 

Under this impression, such portions of the Psalter 
as appeared suitable, have been extracted, and form 
the second part of this little Manual. Selections 
from the Psalms have, besides, been largely inter- 
spersed among the other prayers; an arrangement 
which gives to the service a peculiar richness and 
solemnity. These interjected quotations from the 
Psalms, being generally in the first person singular, 
ftirnish, to each individual, a kind of mental re- 
sponse, in the familiar and venerable language of 
Scripture, to those petitions which had just been

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uttered in the plural number, in name of the whole 
congregation. 

The only deviation from the order generally prac- 
tised in the Church of Scotland, which will be here 
remarked, is in beginning the service with calling 
upon the people to unite in the worship of God, in- 
stead of commencing with singing. This is done 
not only out of compliance with evident propriety, 
and with the practice of the Presbyterian Liturgies, 
but in obedience to the express Kule of the Direc- 
tory for the Public Worship of God ; a document 
which contains the present law of the Church on 
this subject, and indeed on the whole subject of 
public worship ; and to which a recent General 
Assembly has '^ earnestly called the attention of 
all Presbyteries and ministers of this Church, 
trusting that its regulations will be duly ob- 
served." * 

The numerous works of the same class with the 
present, which have within the last few years been 
published by ministers of Presbyterian and Inde- 
pendent Churches, are a pleasing sign that the pre- 
judices which so long prevailed against composed 
prayers, are rapidly dying away, if they be not 
already extinct among all but the most ignorant ; 
and that we are gradually returning to the wiser 
views and more edifying practices of the older 
Presbyterians in all countries; who, while averse

to the rigid ritualism of Episcopal Churches, and 
reasonably desirous not to exclude extemporaneous 
or free prayer, l)oth used habitually the Litur- 
gies which their great divines had composed, and 
transmitted them, as not the least precious fruits of 
the Beformation, to their children and successors. 

It cannot but appear wonderful, that when ser- 
mons are composed with so much care and pains, 
we should leave our prayers altogether to the 
impulse of the moment ; as if it were more needftil 
that our speeches to our fellow-men should be well 
ordered, than our addresses to God. In every point 
qS. view, extempore preaching is far more natural 
and becoming than extempore prayer ; because any 
want of order, simplicity, propriety, solemnity, and 
the like, which is so difficult to be altogether avoided 
in unpremeditated speech, is far less offensive in a 
discourse to our fellow-mortals, than in those solemn 
appeals which we present in their name and our 
own to the Father of our spirits. 

It may be necessary to add in explanation, that 
the following Prayers are constructed so as to make 
the devotional part of the service more prominent 
in the forenoon, and to allow greater room for 
preaching in the afternoon: it being the general 
practice of the author to give a short exposition 
or lecture upon each of the chapters read in the 
Forenoon Service, instead of delivering a Sermon. 

He takes the liberty of recommending this prac- 
tice, especially to his younger brethren — as one

which will prove very beneficial to themselves, by 
requiring of them an attentive study of the sacred 
text, and which never fails, when executed with 
moderate knowledge and skill, to be highly accept- 
able and edifying to the people.

Likewise, ye wives, be in subjection to your 
own husbands ; that, if any obey not the word, 
they also may without the word be won by the 
conversation of the wives ; while they behold 
your chaste conversation coupled with fear. 
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Whose adorning, let it not be that outward 
adorning of plaiting the hair, and of wearing of 
gold, or of putting on of apparel ; but let it be 
the hidden man of the heart, in that which is 
not corruptible, even the ornament of a meek 
and quiet spirit, which is in the sight of God 
of great price. For after this manner in the 
old time the holy women also, who trusted in 
God, adorned themselves, being in subjection 
unto their own husbands : even as Sara obeyed 
Abraham, calling him Lord : whose daughters 
ye are, as long as ye do well, and are not afraid 
with any amazement. 

Likewise, ye husbands, dwell with them 
according to knowledge, giving honour unto 
the wife, as unto the weaker vessel, and as 
being heirs together of the grace of life ; that 
your prayers be not hindered. — 1 Pet iii. 1-7. 

Ye are not your own: for ye are bought 
with a price ; therefore glorify (Jod in your 
body, and in your spirit, which are God's. — 
1 Cor. vi. 

But this I say, brethren, the time is short : 
it remaineth, that both they that have wives be 
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as though they had none ; and they that weep, 
as though they wept not ; and they that rejoice, 
as though they rejoiced not ; and they that buy, 
as though they possessed not: and they that 
use this world^ as not abusing it; for the 
fashion of this world passeth away.

satisfy us early with thy mercy ; that we 
may rejoice and be glad all our days. 

Make us glad according to the days wherein 
thou hast afflicted us, and the years wherein 
we have seen evil. 

Let thy work appear unto thy servants, and 
thy glory unto their children. 

And let the beauty of the Lord our God be 
upon us : and establish thou the work of our 
hands upon us; yea, the work of our hands 
establish thou it. — Ps. xc. 

Or this, — 

Lord, make me to know mine end, and the 
measure of my days, what it is ; that I may 
know how frail I am. 
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Behold, thou hast made my days as an hand- 
breadth, and mine age is as nothing before 
thee: verily every man at his best state is 
altogether vanity. 

Surely every man walketh in a vain show ; 
surely they are disquieted in vain : he heapeth up 
riches, and knoweth not who shall gather them. 

And now, Lord, what wait I for ? my hope 
is in thea 

Deliver me from all my transgressions ; 
make me not the reproach of the foolish. 

I was dumb, I opened not my mouth ; 
because thou didst it. 

Remove thy stroke away from me: I am 
consumed by the blow Of thine hand. 

When thou with rebukes dost correct man 
for iniquity, thou makest his beauty to con- 
sume away like a moth : surely every man is 
vanity. 

Hear my prayer, Lord, and give ear unto 
my cry ; hold not thy peace at my tears : for I 
am a stranger with thee, and a sojourner, as all 
my fathers were. 

spare me, that I may recover strength, 
before I go hence, and be no more. — Ps. xxxix. 
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After which may follow tliis Lesson : — 

NOW is Christ risen from the dead, and 
become the first-fruits of them that slept 
For since by man came death, by man came 
also the resurrection of the dead. For as in 
Adam all die, even so in Christ shall all be 
made alive. But every man in his own order : 
Christ the first-fruits ; afterward they that are 
Christ's at his coming. Then coraeth the end, 
when he shall have delivered up the kingdom 
to God, even the Father ; when he shall have 
put down all rule, and all authority and power. 
For he must reign, till he hath put all enemies 
under his feet. The last enemy that shall be 
destroyed is death. For he hath put all things 
under his feet. But when he saith, All things 
are put under hira, it is manifest that he is ex- 
cepted which did put all things under him. 
And when all things shall be subdued unto 
him, then shall the Son also himself be subject 
unto him that put all things under him, that 
God may be all in all. 

But some man will say, How are the dead 
raised up ? and with what body do they 
come ? It is sown in corruption, it is raised in 
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iacorruption : it is sown in dishonour, it is 
raised in glory: it is sown in weakness, it is 
raised in power : it is sown a natural body, it 
is raised a spiritual body. There is a natural 
body, and there is a spiritual body. And so it 
is written, The first man Adam was made a 
living soul, the last Adam was made a quicken- 
ing spirit. Howbeit that was not first which 
is spiritual, but that which is natural ; and 
afterward that which is spiritual. The first 
man is of the earth, earthy ; the second man is 
the Lord from heaven. As is the earthy, such 
are they also that are earthy; and as is the 
heavenly, such are they also that are heavenly. 
And as we have borne the image of the earthy, 
we shall also bear the image of the heavenly. 
Now this I say, brethren, that fiesh and blood 
cannot inherit the kingdom of God ; neither 
doth corruption inherit incorruption. Behold, 
I show you a mystery ; We shall not all sleep, 
but we shall all be changed, in a moment, in 
the twinkling of an eye, at the last trump (for 
the trumpet shall sound) ; and the dead shall 
he raised incorruptible, and we shall be changed. 
For this corruptible must put on incorruption, 
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and this mortal must put on immortality. So 
when this corruptible shall have put on incor- 
riiption, and this mortal shall have put on im- 
mortality, then shall be brought to pass the 
saying that is written, Death is swallowed up 
in victory. death, where is thy sting ? 
grave, where is thy victory? The sting of 
death is sin ; and the strength of sin is the law. 
But thanks be to God, which giveth us the 
victory, through our Lord Jesus Christ. There- 
fore, my beloved brethren, be ye steadfast, un- 
moveable, always abounding in the work of the 
Lord, forasmuch as ye know that your labour 
is not in vain in the Lord. — 1 Cor. xv. 

(h* this, — 
But I would not have you to be ignorant, 
brethren, concerning them which are asleep, 
that ye sorrow not, even as others which have 
no hope. For if we believe that Jesus died 
and rose again, even so them also which sleep 
in Jesus will God bring with him. For this 
we say unto you, by the word of the Lord, that 
we which are alive and remain unto the coming 
of the Lord, shall not prevent them which are 
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asleep. For the Lord himself shall descend 
from heaven with a shout, with the voice of the 
archangel, and with the tramp of God: and 
the dead in Christ shall rise first. Then we 
which are alive and remain shall be caught up 
together with them in the clouds, to meet the 
Lord in the air : and so shall we ever be with 
the Lord, Wherefore comfort one another 
with these words. — 1 Thess. iv. 

For we know that if our earthly house of 
this tabernacle were dissolved, we have a build- 
ing of God, an house not made with hands, 
eternal in the heavens. For in this we groan, 
earnestly desiring to be clothed upon with our 
house which is from heaven: if so be that 
being clothed we shall not be found naked. 
For we that are in this tabernacle do groan, 
being burdened : not for that we would be un- 
clothed, but clothed upon, that mortality might 
be swallowed up of life. Now he that hath 
wrought us for the self-same thing is God, who 
also hath given unto us the earnest of the 
Spirit, Therefore we are always confident, 
knowing that, whilst we are at home in the body, 
we are absent fi'om the Lord : (for we walk by 
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faith, not by sight:) we are confident, I say, 
and willing rather to be absent from the body, 
and to be present with the Lord. Wherefore 
we labour, that, whether present or absent, we 
may be accepted of him. 

For the love of Christ constraineth us ; be- 
cause we thus judge, that if one died for all, 
then were all dead : and that he died for all, 
that they which live should not henceforth live 
unto themselves, but unto him which died for 
them, and rose again. — 2 Cor. v. 
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Let us pray. 

E humble ourselves, Lord God, before 
the face of thy Divine Majesty, ac- 
knowledging that we are guilty in thy sight ; 
for we have sinned and done wickedly, both we 
and our fathers : and the wages of sin is death. 
But we thank and praise thee, that of thy 
unspeakable compassion and grace, thou hast 
sent thy well-beloved Son into the world, to 
redeem and deliver us, that we, who by our 
sins lay in death, might be made heirs, accord- 
ing to the hope of everlasting life ; that as sin 
hath reigned unto death, so might grace reign 
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through righteousness unto eternal life, by 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

Almightt and everlasting God, who sendest 
forth thy spirit and we are created, and who 
takest away our breathy and we die and return 
to our dust, we bow in reverence before thy in- 
scrutable judgments ; rememberiDg that thou, 
who orderest all things according to thine own 
will in heaven and earth, art also our merciful 
and loving Father, who dost not willingly affict 
or grieve the children of men, but dost correct 
us, that we may be partakers of thy holiness. 
We would therefore be subject unto thee, say- 
ing, The Lord gave, and the Lord hath taken 
away; blessed be the name of the Lord. Amen. 

And now we follow to the house appointed 
for all living, the dust of our dear brother, 
whom thou hast been pleased to call out of this 
sinful and dying world :

Rejoice, ye nations, with his people ; for 
he will avenge the blood of his servants, and 
will render vengeance to his adversaries, and 
will be merciful unto his land, and to his 
people.

Solomon*8 Prayer,
